BRITISH villains hiding in 
Spain are more frightened 
of being gunned down by 
gangland rivals than of 
being collared by police. 


Last week British police named 
ten top crooks they believe are 
hiding on the Costa del Crime. 

They created a special phone line 
for expats to inform them if they 
know where the villains are. 

Now the wanted men fear the 
publicity wil put them at higher 
risk of a gangland execution. 

That was the fate of Jeremiah 
"Gerry" Parker, killed in a hail of 
bullets in August. 


Boasted 


He is exclusively pictured above 
carrying out a post office hold-up in 
Deptford, south London, in 1987 
with accomplice “Scarface” Danny 
Roff. Two shots were fired in the air 
to terrify staff. 

Roff, seen brandishing a hand 
gun, always boasted that he never 
went unarmed. 

Trenchcoat-clad Parker can be 
seen ordering staff to hand over the 
takings just before Roff opens fire. 

In the late 1980s, Parker and Roff 
were jailed for a string of hold-ups. 

The money they got from these 
raids helped them start new lives on

the Costa del Sol in the 1990s. Roff 
went on the run after overpowering 
his guard on a prison coach in 
Essex, just months into his 13-year 
jail term. 

He fled to Spain where he was 
later joined by Parker, who had 
served part of his 15-year sentence. 

Parker, also known as William 
Moy, was shot five times as he sat 
with his family in a Marbella café 
this summer. 

Roff, was killed in Bromley, Kent, 
in 1988 in a suspected revenge hit 
after he masterminded the murder 
in Spain of Great Train Robber 
Charlie Wilson. And that’s what the 


top ten villains living on the Costa 
del Sol fear could happen to them. 

A Costa crime source said: “The 
heat is on but it’s not just the police 
to be scared of. 

“Up-and-coming villains would 
love the chance to kill off one of 
this lot and become a big name in 
the criminal world. 

“Some of these guys are going to 
come to a sticky end.” 


Drugs 

The ten men highlighted by the 
Crimestoppers Costas campaign are 
murder and kidnap suspect 
Christopher More, murderer and 
robber James Hurley, prison escaper 
Clifford Hobbs, fraudster Dante 
Latreche, suspected fraudster Ronald 
Priestley, smuggler Ian White and 
suspected drugs smugglers Anthony 
Simmons, Terrence Shields, Mark 
Gottfried and Donald Haisman. 

Hurley and Hobbs have both 
escaped British jails and Hurley is 
the only convicted killer of a police- 
man still on the run. 

Three Brits and three Irish have 
been killed on the Costa this year as 
British criminals vie for supremacy 
in the Spanish and UK drugs trade. 

Crimestoppers director Dave 
Cording said: “Callers can dial free 
and then be connected to our call 
centre in Surrey.
